Mummasburg 100 Years Old. 


Mummasburg is one hundred years 


old in 1912 and the event was most 
appropriately, recognized in a special 
service held in the Mennonite Church 
at Mumrnasburg on last Sunday even- 
ing. The church was crowded, every 
seat was taken and there we>-e people 
present who were unable to secure 
seats. 


Rev. David Wills, D.D., LL.D., of 


Washington, D. C., born in Mummas- 
burg almost ninety years ago, being 
now in his 90th year, and retaining 
all" his intellectual force and strength, 
delivered an address that will be long 
remembered by every one present. 


He first told the story of the life of 


John Mumma, who owned the farm on 
which Mummasburg was located. He 
was a Mennonite living-in Heidelberg 
township, York county, and in 1812 is- 
sued indentures to the lot owners in 
Mummasburg. He plotted 150 lots for 
the town and put most of them into a 
lottery and he sold tickets good for 
one lot at the price of $_56. After the 
tickets were sold there was a drawing 
for the lots and each purchaser drew 
from a hat a card with number of lot 
on it, to which he was entitled. 


Although Mummastnu-g is compara- 


tively small, cut off from the great 
taoroughfares of trade and travel, yet 
Dr. Wills declared it had many ad- 
vantages over the city and crowded 
places. It had quiet homes, cheap liv- 


agement. to make all visitors enjoy 
themselves to the utmost.

soluble salts of iron in the soil when' 
other agencies—e. g., dilute mineral' 
acids—fail. 
The iron is eventually, 


given back to the soil in a more sol-; 
uble condition, and presumably in on« 
which can be directly absorbed bs; 
plant roots.
